that night. 

FOREIGN MINISTER INDIGNANT, 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

BELGRADB, June 20.—The Foreign 
Minister, M. Kelievics, in an interview 
today, eZpressed intense indigation at 
the announcement from London that 
the British Minister had been in- 
structed to withdraw from Belgrade 
on the arrival here of King Peter. The 
Minister said it was inexplicable why 
the British government intended to 
make the provisional Servian ministry 
responsible for the deplorable events 
of the night of June 10. The members 
of the present Cabinet, he added, had 
really displayed great patriotism in 
coming to the aid of, their country in 
the sad crisis. 

Minister Kalievics’s statement was 
made carefully for publication, and may 
be regarded as an official expression 
of the views of the government. The 
Minister said: 

“It is with deep indignation that we 
find in a recent telegram from London 
an indication that it is intended to 
make the present government respon- 
sible for the deplorable events which 
occurred on the night of June 10. It 


is known that the events of that night { 


were carried out by Servian officers 
who had resolved to prevent the prob- 
able proclamation of the brother “of 
Queen Draga as the successor to the 
throne. - 

“The fact that a woman was among 
those who perished in the struggle pro- 
voked by the attack of an aide de camp 
upon officers is regrettable, more so as 
her death was by no means necessary, 
even though she had been deserted by 
the whole Servian people from the mo- 


ment she presumed to place the crown 


upon her unworthy head. 

The upheaval of June 11 was the 
work of a large number of officers. 
The consequences of the revolution, 
however, were sanctioned by the whole 
army and the whole people. 

“With regard to the members of the 
provisional government ho were 
called upon to take the reins of govern- 
ment in the absence of all other au- 
thority, they only proved their ba- 
triotiem and personal courage by ac- 
cepting so delicate a mission as that 
which the people unanimously and with 
gratitude solemnly confided to them. 

“It is forgotten that the men com- 
posing the present government were 
drawn from all parties and were hith- 
erto engaged in bitter political strife. 
Only devotion to their country coul! 
unite them at this.critical moment. 
Proof of the fa.t that trey rendere} 
good service to their country is f un! 
in the peace and order prevailng 
throughout the land. We have, ther- 
fore, good reason to regret the fact 
that an attempt is now being made by 
England, as the result of erroneo s 
information, to cast suspicion on «a 
state of affairs which has for its ob- 
ject the maintenance of order and the 
eventual regeneration of a young na- 
tion, which has passed through a time 
of trial and which is attached to th» 
cause of liberty and civilization.”

First Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral ‘Wynne sent a letter to Mr. Payne 
this afternoon, requesting that every 
bureau under his jurisdiction be given 
a thorough investigation. He asks that 
every branch of the service under his 
control, and every responsible employé 


bureaus under Wynne are the divi- 
sions of salaries and allowances, post- 
| office supplies, correspondence, dead let- 
ters and the money-order system. 
Wynne does not intend to take any 
chances hereafter. He desires to have 
the integrity of his chiefs proved be- 
yond a doubt. He wishes all irregu- 
iarities, if they exiat, discovered. and 
remedied. He intends to have the stamp

After he gets his policy of less public- 
ity firmly established, the President 
will take the next step. He is hurry- 
ing the officials in the Federal Dis- 
trict Attorney's office for indictments, 
The postoffice officials have now some 
twelve or fifteen cases before the Fed- 
eral officials. Most of these are minor 
offenders, and some of them are men 
who art already under indictment, like 
Machen. When a sufficient number of 
indictments has been secured, arrests 
will be made, and the whole lot of al- 
leged offenders be lined up for public 
inspection. 

The President has no intention of re- 
moving Mr. Payne. He says he is 
fond of him, calls him “Harry,” and 
contends he has made but one mistake 
in the whole office. The President ad- 
mits Payne's handling of the Tulloch 
charges was an error of the head, and 
not of the heart, and that he is satis- 
fied to let it go as a flaw in judgment, 
The President does not intend to let 
the Tulloch charges have anything to 
do with the Administration. He con- 
siders those charges dead, and thinks 
the present is no time to deal with the 
past. He will say so in his statement, 
He will disavow responsibility. It may 
be that this statement will be issued 
before the President goes to Oyster Bay 
next Saturday. After he gets to Oys- 
ter Bay, he will keep in close touch 
with the investigations. He hopes by 
that time to have publicity suppressed 
sufficiently so the investigations can 
go along quietly until the end. 

Demands that Payne shall be re- 


moved are coming in thick and fast. 


Many newspapers, most of them Re- 
publican in politics, arrive daily at the 
White House with editorial articles 
marked.

REASURY SURPLUS 
PLETHORIC CONDITION OF UNCLE 
SAM’S STRONGBOX. 


All Records Broken in Accretion of 


Government Revenues—Money Rolling 
into Public Coffers as Result of Coun- 


try’s Unprecedented Prosperity. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

YASHINGTON, June 20.—{Exglusive 
Dispatch.) The treasury surplus for 
the fiscal year has already passed the 
$45,000,000 mark set by Secretary Shaw 
some weeks ago as the probable limit 
of excess of receipts over expenditures. 
There bas been no year in the recent 
history of the country when the influ- 
ence of general business conditions on 
the state of the government finances 
has been so apparent as this year. 

Twelve cr fourteen months ago there 
were persons who predicted a deficit, 
or at best a very small surplus for the 
coming fiscal period. But now, with 
ten days of the fiscal year still left, 
the probability is.the surplus of reve- 
nues over disbursements will be not 
less than 350.000.000. It is not unlikely 
in fact that the surplus will go as high 
as $55,000,000, 

Last year the treasury surplus was 
$91,000,000, but at that time war taxes 
were in operation which brought sev- 
eral millions of dollars a month into 
the Federal treasury. These taxes were 
repealed a little more than a year ago, 
to take effect at-the beginning of the 
fiscal period, July 1, 1902. It was esti- 
mated that the changes In the war-tax 
law would cause a falling off in receipts 
from internal revenue amounting. to 
something like $80,000,000. The in- 
creasing prosperity of the country has 
caused such a great growth in the pro- 
duction of articles upon which internal 
revenue taxes are levied that the ap- 
parent falling off on account of changes 
in the schedules will amount to not 
more than $11,000,000 or $12,000,000. It is 
believed the total customs receipts for 
the year about to close will aggregate 
nearly $285,000,000, which is more than 
$20,000,000 in excess of the customs 
receipts for the fiscal year 1902. Yet 
last year was a record-breaker in the 
customs. business of the country. 

Although many persons believed that 


the high-water mark in foreign com- 


merce of the country was reached in 
the fiscal year, 1901, it is almost cer- 
tain that exports for the current fis- 
cal year will exceed those of the ban- 
ner year 1901. As to imports, there is 
no longer any doubt that this year’s 
incoming shipments will be larger than 
these of any other year in the history 
of the country. Large imports mean, 
of course, large receipts from customs, 
and customs revenues at the end of 
eleven months of the present year had 
amounted to more than those of any 
entire year in our history. 

At the end of May the customs re- 
ceipts had amounted to about $262,900,- 
000. The largest customs receipts for 
an entire year were in 1902, being $254,- 
000,000, and the next largest in 1901. 
being $238,500,000. Although it is un- 
fair to compare this year’s interna) 
revenue receipts with those of any fis- 
cal year since 1899, when the war reve- 
nue law began to operate, it is inter- 
escing to make a comparison with 1897 
and 1898, when the present era of pros. 
perity was beginning. The internal 
revenue receipts for the fiscal year 
which will close the 30th of this month, 
will probably amount to about $228,- 
000,000. The Taxes, from which these 
receipts have been derived, are the nor- 
mal taxes of a period of peace. 

The largest internal revenue receipts 
in any year under peace conditions in 
the history of the country were in 
1898, when the aggregate collections 
were $170,900,000. In 1899 when the war 
taxes were in full operation, the col- 
lections from internal revenue amount- 
ed to $273,437 .000. 


The receipts of the government from

The total expenditures of the govern- 
ment for the fiscal year now closing 
will probably be about $505,000,000 or 
$506,000,000. This is 
than in any other year since the civil 
war, except 1899 and 1901. The enor- 
mous expenditures of 1899, amounting 
to more than $600,000,000, were caused, 
of course, by the expenses of the 
Spanish war.

TRANSPORTS’ SAILING DATES.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—[Excluaive 
Dispatch.] Arrangements have been 
made for the transportation of troops 
to Manila during the coming summer. 
The Sherman will sail from San 
Francisco July 1 with the Seventeenth 
Infantry and the First Squadron of 
the Twelfth Cavalry. The Thomas and 
Sheridan will sail on August 1, the 
former vessel with the Fourteenth Cav- 
alry and the Third Squadron of the 
Twelfth Cavalry, while the Sheridan 
will take the overflow from the 
Thomas consisting of about 150 per- 
sons, including the families of the offi- 
cers unable to obtain accommodations 
on board the Thomas. The Logan will 
sail from San Francisco September 1, 
and it has not been determined just 
what troops will be on board. The 
Thomas left Manila for San Francisco 
June 14, and the Sumner is expected to 
leave the latter part of July, having 
on board the Fifth Infantry destined 
for the Pilattsburg Barracks, New 
York. 

It was expected the Sumner would 
sail early in the month, but the de- 
parture was delgyed so that Gen. 
George W. Davis, who retires on July 
26, can come home on her. 


BEET SUGAR INTERESTS. 


STILL FIGHTING RECIPROUITY.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] While reports were 
being officially issued from the White 
House today that the President would 
convene Congress in extra séssion No- 
vember 9, to act upon Cuban reci- 
procity, there vas sturted at 
White House another determined effort 
to stave off the treaty with Cuba in 
the interest of the beet-sugar farmers. 
Among the President's callers was 
Charles A. Moore of New York, presi- 
dent of the American Protective Tariff 
Association, who laid before the Ex- 
ecutive’ the feeling among protection- 
ists against breaking down the tariff 
wall in favor of Cuban sugar growers, 
and who warned him that the reduc- 
tien of the duty on sugar from (Cuba 
by reciprocity, or otherwise, might be 
the opening of a big gap in protec- 
tion that would prove embarrassing at 
the next election. 

It is understood that Mr. Moore pre- 
sented the side of the protectionists 
with much vigor. He pointed out to 
the President that the (‘ubans are mak- 
ing more per pound en their sugar now 
than American beet-sugar producers 
are making; showed how highty pros- 
perous the island has become, and 
showed also that in the last year large 
quantities of Cuban sugar have been 
slid in England for the first time in 
twenty years. 

Tonight there are predictions that the 
President will not urge Cuban reci- 
procity next fall and winter so hard as 
he urged it heretofore, because he him- 


self has been studying conditions in 
Cuba and finds that Cuban planters are 
making more money than ever before 
upon their product. One opponent of 
Cuban reciprocity went so far as to say 
that while it was semi-officially an- 
nounced from the White House today 
that an extra session of Congress would 
be called for November 9, he does not 
believe the call will ever be issued. 
The European agreement to-stop pay- 
ing bountics upon sugar goes into ef- 
fect on September 1, and the announce- 
ment was wrongly made from Wash- 
ington that all American countervail- 
ing duties against bounty-paid sugar 
will be abolishe dthat day.

REMAINS THE CHIEF FIGURE IN 
BRITISH POLITICS. 

Playing His Game With Coolness and 
Dexterity Such as He Never Before 


Displayed—Liberals Afraid to Accept 
Responsibility of Government.

LONDON, June 20.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Mr. Chamberlain continues to 
hold the ce of the political stage. 
He is playing his game, whatever it 
may prove to be, with coolness and 
dexterity, such as he has never before 
displayed. Neither in the rupture with 
Gladstone over home rule, nor in the 
sensational days preceding the Boer 
war, did he press forward with such 
unwavering purpose toward his goal. 

All the Parliamentary debates of the 
week have directly or indirectly rein- 
ferced his original contention. that 
without further delay the country 
should enter upen a thorough discus- 
sion of the expediency of preferential 
and retaliatory tariffs. To this position 
he has drawn or driven Mr. Balfour 
und' the entire Cabinet. Lord Lans- 
downe, speaking for the Tories in the 
ministry, has declared it im possible to 
avoid the fiscal investigation proposed 
by Mr. Chamberlain, without grossly 
affronting the colonies. The Duke of 
Devonshire, speaking for the official 
Liberal Unionists, has asserted that 
even the Liberals, whether they like 
the idea or not, will be compelled to 
take a share in the great inquest. 

Full discussion being now assure! 
public interest has shifted to the date 
and the outcome of the appeal to the 
electorate which Mr. Chamberlain has 
pledged himself to make. On appar- 
ently well-informed authority it is al- 
leged that the Colonial Secretary, 
deeming it quite probable that two gen- 
eral clections may be necessary before 
the fiscal issue can be fairly passed 
upon uncomplicated by others, is per- 
sonally indifferent as to the date of the 
first.

EXPLORATION OF THIBET. 


Russian Traveler Penetrates Land of 
the Lamas and Learns Secrets of That 


Mystcrious Realm. PRESS 
(BY THE “%SSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 
ST. PETERSBURG, June 8.—ICor-

A Russian subject, G. Z. Zoublikov, has 


returned from Thibet, where he spent 


a year in Lassa visiting the sacred 
monasteries. M. Zoubikov is a mem- 
ber of the Buddhist sect known as 
Rouriats, and being familiar with the 
Thibetan language, found no difficulty 
in passing for a Lama. He brought 
back many photographs Illustrating the 
life of the country and will publish 
a book. 

In the summer of 1990, M. Zoubikov 
entered Thibet from the north as a 
member of a caravan of seventy pil- 
grims including many Lamas. He ap- 
proached Central Thibet by the 
Boumza mountain road, which led 
through a treeless Alpine landscape, 
with snow-capped mountains extending 
east to west in parallel chains. A thin 
population was found. Only within 
sixty or seventy miles of Lassa was an 
agricultural community reached. The 
climate is harsh and dry. Snow falls 
occasionally from December to March; 
rain fro May to August; April, 
September} October and November are 
dry. The mean annual temperature is 
42.67 and 50 degs. Fah. for morning, 
noon and night, respectively; for De- 
cember, 17, 34, and 27 degs.; for July, 
60. 77, and 65 degs. 

The population which has at times 
been estkmated at 33,000,00 is probably 
one-tenth that number. It is decreas- 
ing through disease, especially small- 
and on account of the large 
number of celibate priests. 

The sons of Chinese soldiers and mer- 
chants temporarily resident in Thibet 
are counted Chinese, the daughters 
Thibetans. Other foreign residents 
are Indians from Cashmere, Mongol- 
ans, and Nepaulese, the latter being 
skilled artisans, architects, sculptors 
and jewelers.. The Cashmere Moham- 
medans are traders. They usually 
convert their Thibetan wives. 

Almost all the land in Central Thibet 
belongs to the Dalai Lama. Only high 
officials in Lassa have hereditary 
homes. The Thibetan houses are of 
brick and stones, but have chimneys 
enly in the kitchen. The other rooms 


have holes to let the smoke escape, and 


are cheerlessly cold. Dried dung is 


insisted upon knealing for a long time the principal fuel.

— June The Financier this 
week ‘The most notable feature of the 
— r — of the New York associa 
bank last week was the slight increase in the 
net cash gain, completed with the estimates of 
the increase which were based on the trace- 
able movements of money during the week: 
the official returns showed a net increase of 
$359,800 while the estimated gain was $5,231,400. 
It is difficult io account for the discrepancy, 
for after making all allowances for average 
it would seem that there should have been a 
much greater increase in cash than was shown. 
Possibly cash resulting from the liquidation of 
the loans directly made in our market by 
country banks may have been withdrawn from 
the New York banks in such a manner as to 
have not been reached in the customary way.

MAHA WINS FREEDOM. 


The people of the city of Omaha, 
have won a decided victory, 
which frees them from the threatened 
domination of a few petty would-be 
bosses, acting in the name of “labor.” 
To the associated business men of 
Omaha is due the principal credit for 
the victory that has been won on be- 
half of the people, and for the public 
benefit. 

The victory is essentially a vittory 
for the public, because in all labor con- 
troversies the public is the principal 
sufferer. This is a fact not generally 
taken into account by those who 
precipitate strikes. Between the prin- 
cipals jn such contests, wit are com- 
paratively few in number, stand the 
people, who comprise the larger propor- 
tion of the community. While they 
are not directiy interested in the con- 
test, they are forced to suffer incon- 
venience and loss in a thousand ways, 
while the battle goes on. 


By united and firm action, the as- 
seciated employers and business men 
of Omaha have demonstrated—what has

stances—that it is possible and practic- 
able to defeat the unreasonable de- 
mands of labor agitators by resisting 
them, firmly and unitedly. The busi- 
ness men of Omaha, by acting in uni- 
son, presented an unbroken front to 
the foes of peace and prosperity.

The Los Angeles Council of Labor 
has fssued another of its lying circu- 
lars, in which it periodically insults the 
intelligence of the people of Los Ange- 
les, The circular contains a plaintive 
wail against the movement on the part 
of the merchants, manufacturers and 
other employers of labor to combine 
for mutual pretection and advantage. 
The circular also charges that the 
“high civie officials and the police de- 
partment are completely t to 
this business man’s organization,” 
which ts characterized as a “damnable | 
and cowardly assault upon the working 
people.” 


It makes a great difference whose 
jade is galled, does it not? It is all 
right for these dictatorial and unrea- 
sonable agitators to run things with a 
high hand—to bulldoze independent 
workingmen and insult employers. That 
is simply a manifestation. ot the true 
American spirit of independence. When, 
however, the employers presume to do 
a little organizing of their own, and te 
do it in a lawful way, for the protection 
of their business interests, it is a horse 
of quite another color—a ‘damnable 
and cowardly assault upon the working 
people.” What nauseating twaddle 
this is, and how many Americans of 
average infelligence can be ex>ected to 
Swallow such poor kind of ‘ait. The 
milk en the cocoanut, as far as this cir- 
cular is concerned, lies in an enclosure, 
consisting of a list of merchants whom 
the people of Los Angeles—or at least 
the “members and sympathizers of 
organized labor —are solicited to pat- 
ronize, exclusively. The list is said to 
have been prepared by a committee of 
the Los Angeles County Council of La- 
bor, appointed for that purpose. It is 
addell that it will be revised each 
month, and a copy mailed. e list 
embraces the territory bounded by 
Broadway, Main street, the Plaza and 
Tenth street, consequently including 
practically all of the retail business sec- 
tion, ‘The list includes the names of 
just forty-four firms, in twelve different 
lines of business. Rather a small show- 
ing, that. Are we to understand that 
these are the only “sympathizers of or- 
ganized labor among the retail mer-. 
chants of Los Angeles? If so, it is cer- 
tainly not a very creditable showing 
Yor the professtona! agitators, who run 
the local labor machine. Or is it, per- 
haps, that these are the only ones who 
have so far agreed to “make it right” 
with the laborites, so that their names 
may appear among the chosen few? 

Such tactics as these savor of des- 
peration. The conspirators admit, in 
their circular, that they are on the de- 
cline—on the “ragged edge.” In other 
words, that they have been badly 
whipped, and they know it. Now, they 
are trying another tack. Instead of 
bulldozing merchants who prefer to 
conduct their own business to suit 
themselves, they get up a small list 
of business men whom they favor— 
who, possibly have “come un to the 
captain’s desk” and made their stand- 
ing clear. How about the other re- 
spectable business men of Los Angeles, 
who empley hundreds of people and 
may out much money for salaries and 
labor? How do they like this stigma 
thus placed upon them by this gang 


of irresponsibles? Wit: Submit to 
it? We trow not! The rofessional 
distu¥bers of the

than they and their foolish followers

DINANCIAL PANICS. 


Wiliam Windom, Secretary of the 
Treasury, said in his report for 1890. 


“In my judgment, the gravest defect 
in our present financial system is its 
lack of elasticity. .. . e demand 
for money in this country so irregu- 
lar that an amount of circulation which 
will be ample during ten months of the 
year will frequently prove soe deficient 
during the other two months as to 
cause stringency and commercial dis- 
aster. The crops of the country have 
reached proportions so immense that

and September annually causes a dan- 
gerous absorption of money. The lack 
of a sufficient supply to meet the in- 
creased demands during those months 
may entail heavy losses upon the agri- 
cultural as well as upon other busi- 
ness interests. 

This important subject was recently 
discussed in Gunton’s Magazine, by 
Charles N. Fowler, chairman of the 
Committee on Banking and Currency 
of the House of Representatives. Mr. 
Fowler showed that the financial prob- 
lem is rendered peculiarly difficult in 
the United States, because practic- 
ally all the farm products that are mar- 
keted, amounting approximately to 
$3.000,000,000,

ecute monetary situation arises in- 
variably during the months of Septem- 
ber and October is proof absolute that 
unusual conditions then exist. The cot- 
ton, grain and stock dealers pay for 
these vast productions with checks; but 
the farmers, the cotton and grain grow- 
ers and the stock raisers make little 
use of this form of payment, requir- 
ing in its stead some form of currency 
to pay wages, buy supplies, make set- 
tlements, and provide their families 
with the necessities of life. 


As an evidence of the truth of this 
statement, Mr. Fowler cited the fact 
that between the 16th of July, asd 
the 15th of September, 1902, about $100,- 
000.000 of cash was drawn from the 
reserves of the banks, and sent into 
the country to enable the farmers to 
market their products. “If,” says Mr. 
Fowler, “the banks could have supplied 
them with their own currency, the 
reserves would not have been reduced 
by this vast sum.” In consideration 
of the fact that the United States Treas- 
ury is bound to furnish gold to all the 
world free, as it were, because it can- 
not interpose a protest or bar with- 
out repudiati as it might do in the 
form of an creased rate of interest, 
were it a money lender, Mr. Fowler sees 
ahead of us, at no distant day, an 
overwhelming disaster, unless some 
change is made in our present system. 
He advocates an increase in the credit 
of the banks—a credit currency. He 
says: 

The time has come when every one 
realizes that United States government 
bonds will no longer furnish a sufficient 
basis for an adequate supply of cur- 
rency, even though that form..of cur- 
rency were profitable, which it is not. 
Indeed, were it not for the policy of 


Treasury, the banks would now be re- 
tiring their circulation, 
profitable, at the rate of $8,000,000 per 
month, the maximum allowed by law, 
and this, too, in the face of a con- 
stantly increasing demand for more 
bank notes. 

“Will any man who has givett the 
subject an hour's serious consideration 
have the hardihood to that the 
government shall accept municipal, rail- 
read or other as a of cir- 
culation and so perpetuate a currency 
that never has and never can have a 
natural relation to the business of the 
country? 

“I am convinced that if Congress 
will only reflect long enough to come 
to a realization of the great economic 
truth that a personal check of a de- 
positor and a true bank note are identi- 
cal in principle it will solve a problem 
that otherwise must remain forever a 
mystery, while it goes on blundering ‘to 
the incalculable cost of commerce and 
the inconvenience of and the injustice 
to that great majority of our ple 
who do not make deposits 
checks against them.” 

It is certainly unworthy of a great 
commercial nation Uke the United States 
that we should be periodically in fear 
of a financial panic, every fall, when 
the farmers begin to market their 
crops. Our doctors of finance should 
certainly be able to prepare a suitable 
remedy to meet this allment.. To ‘an 
outsider, it looks like the case of a

2 IT WORTH WHILE? 

The Times has referred in com- 
mendatory terms to the promptness 
with which the government of Mexico 
has complied with the award of The 
Hague tribunal in the Plous Fund case.

Sir Edward Thornton's ar- 
bitration decision, which The Hague 
court considered as having previously 
decided the question, has always been 
regarded as an ex parte decision, ror 
the reason that the Mextoatr side of the 
issue was not fully and properly jre- 
sented. Thus it transpires that the 
Mexican side of the argument has 
never been considered on its merits. If 
it were to be so considered by a com- 
petent tribunal, there is little doubt 
that its justice would be demonstrated, 
and that the treaty of Guadalupe- 
‘Hidalgo would be held to have canceled 
all claims of American citizens not 
theretofore adjudicated. This was un- 
doubtedly the understanding at the 
time the treaty was signed, and an im- 
partial tribunal, considering the case 
on its intrinsic merits, could hardly fall 
so to decide.

FOR POLL TAX. 

This an interview by Ben Ward 
with himeelf: 

According to the statement made by 
County Assessor Ward. those who have 
not paid their poll tax have but a short 
time left in which to do so before the 
penalty of 50 per cent. ($3 instead of $2) 
will attach, vis, July 6, the first Mon- 
day in July. The work of the office 
will have been about finished, and the 
deputies at present engaged upon com- 
pleting the rolls will be free to round 
up the delinquents on personal property 
and poll tax. Many letters have been 
sent out giving notice of intention to 
collect even at the point of seizure of 
personal property. and those who have 
not responded will be reached in time. 

“Mr. Ward does not relish the pros- 
pect of having to resort to heroic meas- 
ures, but is impelled to as a matter of 
justice to those who have paid on these 
items. Many do not appreciate the 
fact that the money collected for poll 
tax all goes to the support of our 
school system. Such, however, is the 
ease, and this fact alone justifies the 
use of any and every effort in collect- 
ing same. Neither the. Assessor nor 
any of his deputies receive any com- 
mission on the collection of the poll 
tax, notwithstanding former Assessors 
have received 15 per cent. commission 
thereon. 

“There are many ways by which the 
names of those who have not paid may 
be ascertained, all of which win de 
used by the Assessor to check the list 
of paid as against the unpaid. 

“Owners of real estate must pay the 
poll tax the same as others or suffer the 
penalty of 50 per cent. if not paid be- 
fore the first Monday (the 6th) of July.

LOST ART HERE,

Mrs. Anton Swensen and Mrs. Newton 
Brown, through Attorney Foley, will 
make a formal request to the Mexi- 
can government to investigate the re- 
ported murder of Anton Swensen, the 
Los Angeles builder and contractor, 
who two weeks ago started for Ati, 
State of Sonora, to find his partner, 
Newton Brown, who was working the 
Swensen-Brown mine at Atil, and had 
not been heard from in six weeks. 
Telegrams transmitted to Los An- 
geles by Ramon Vasquez, a prominent 
Nogales merchant, and a supplemen- 
tary telegram from the justice of the 
peace at Altar (ten miles from the scene 
of the reported killing.) state that 
Suensen was shot and killed by Brown, 
and that Swénsen’s body has been 
buried. But there is no actual evi- 
dence that Swensen is dead. Neither 
is there any actual evidence that 
Brown shot Swensen. The whole mat- 
ter is completely shrouded in mys- 
tery. Investigation may show that 
weeks ago Brown himself was mur- 
dered; that since then the murderer 
has been masqherading as Brown, 
and that Swensen was murdered when 
he ap on the scene to investigate 
the ereabouts of his partner. 
Attorney Foley yesterday afternoon 
decided to make a formal request that 
the whole matter be investigated by 
the Mexican authorities. This request 
will be transmitted through Sefior Guil- 
lermo Andrade, the Mexican Consul at 
Los Angeles. Sefior Andrade has been 
absent from Los Angeles for the last 
eight weeks, business taking him to 
Mexico. A telegram received here 
from El Paso states that he will be 
home today. Upon the return ot 
Sefor Andrade, Mr. Foley will make 
the request referred to. If is earnestly 
desired by Mrs. Swensen and Mrs. 
Brown that the Mexican authorities be 
called upon to render a report of the 
alleged murder of Swensen, and the 
holding of. Brown for the murder. The 
women are in great distress.

WIND-BREAKS 
MAKE CARS WHIZ. 


HE Pacific Electric Railway Com- 
pany is planning to run it« cars 
on all interurban lines at top n tn 
speed. Interesting experiments on a 
wind-break for the front of te cors 
are being made almost every night, 
under the direction of R. S. Masson, 
constructing electrical engineer, and as 
a result the company ha: decided t 
put them on all long-distance cats. 
Four different shaped wind-bresks 
cave been experiment d with, «and 
with varying degrees of success. The 
one adopted will resemble the cow- 
catcher of a locomotive. The base of 
the structure will be on a level with 
the floor of the car, the point of the 
wind plow being six feet from th‘ 
front of the car. From this point the 
knife-like edge extends upward at on 
angle of 45 degrees t the top of tre 
ear. The minor portions of the sides 
are rounded off in a convex curve to 
the sides of the car. The forward fart 
of the structure will be constructed of 
giass and it is the intention to have 
the motorman sit in this hood, Wh re 
he may manipulate his car und 
turbed. 
To drive the car at a sp-ed of sixty 
miles an hour with this wind-piow it 
took 220 horse-power of electric:l en- 
Without the hood the cr.

This 
is a saving of 24 per cent. of electrical 
energy and would mean on a close 
estimate a saving of $1.10 an hour in

CHOSE CERTAIN DEATH. 
Pierre Pallandre Stood in Front of a 
Train and Was Knocked More Than 


Thirty Feet and Killed. 


Because his business was so poor tha 
it was difficult for him to keep himself 
and his wife supplied with food, while 
his health was such that he was con- 
stantly in pain, Pierre Pallandre sta- 
tioned himeelf in front of a Santa Fé 
passenger train yesterday morning, and 
paying no attention to the warning 
blasts of the whistle, permitted bimseif 
to be struck by the locomotive and al- 
most instantly killed. The suicide was 
committed near the Alisg-street cross- 
ing of the Santa Fé Railroad. 

The train was the Sah Bernardino 
Limited, which arrives here at 10 
o'clock in the morning. As the train 
rounded the curve above Aliso street 
Engineer W. R. MacNeil saw a man 
on the track 500 feet ahead. He sounded 
his whistle and, thinking that the man 
would heed the warning, made no ef- 
fort to stop. As the train neared the 
man and the engineer saw that he was 
not going to get off the track, the 
brakes were applied, but too late. The 
pilot struck the victim and hurled him 
thirty feet or more off the right of 
way. He waa dead when the trainmen 
reached him. 

The body was placed aboard the train 
and taken to the Santa Fé depot and 
thence to Pierce Bros.’ undertaking es- 
tablishment, where an inquest will be 
held this afternoon. There was some 
difficulty in identifying the body, but 
it was finally recognized by a woman, 
who refuged to give her name. 

Pallandre was a native of France, 48 
years of age, and lived with his wife 
at No. 505 Aliso street, Where they con- 
ducted a small store. He was formerly 
employed by the city park department 
as a landscape gardener. He leaves a 
wife, but no children.

Dickman'’s hens were like Old Grimes’ 
old blue hen that laid two eggs ev- 
ery week day and three on Sunday. 
in order to prevent a call from a 
walking delegate Mr. Dickman had to 
put hie hens in a bleak tent. which did 


eral hours out of every twenty-four. 
Next winter Mr. Dickman intenc to 


tering them for the fall markets, and 
instead of a biacy tent he will have 
electric lights to announce to the hens 
that it is morning or at least time for 
business. By providing warm houses 
he expects to skeep them daying an 
winter. 

The expense of keeping chickens in 
Nome is not #0 great as it would seem. 
Mr. Dickman used no grain last win- 
ter. but fed his hens altogether upon 
stale bread and meat scraps from the 
restaurants. This year, having a large 
number of hens, he will take some 
grain.

THE AMERICAN ELK. 


A Herd of One Hundred to Range in 
Griffith Park, 


Bi WM. H. KNIGHT. 


North America, for a century past, 
has been the sportsman's paradise. 
The buffalo, the moose, the elk, the 
caribou, the deer, and the antelope— 
gregarious animais—have proved an 
easy prey for the hunter. But they 
are being rapidly thinned out and 
some of them will presently become 
extinct unless measures are taken by 
the government for their preservation. 
The few remaining representatives of 
the bison family are now in private 
inclosures and in zoological gardens. 
The moose have been driven to Labra- 
dor and the region about Hudson's 
Bay—a scatterin 
ing in the northern wilds of Maine. 

The American elk, known technic- 
ally as the Wapiti, (pronounced wop- 
i-tee with the accent on the first syl- 
la ble.) and occupying an intermediate 
place between the common deer and 
the moose, was formerly abundant 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, «nc 
from the Gulf to the fifty-sevent par- 
allell; but as it roves in herds and ir 
an easy prey for the sportsman, it has 
become so rare as to be almost a curi- 
osity. There is a close season for pro- 
tection of deer which yet abound in 
large numbers in the mountains and 
sparsely settled regions of our coun- 
try, but the noble elk are so nearly 
extinct that they are not even named 
in the California acts of protective 
legislation. 

Fortunetely a band of these inter- 
esting specimens of the genus Cervus, 
numbering 100, have been preserved 
by the biological bureau of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, and 


are now offered to the City of Los 
Angeles on the sole condition that they 
will be properly cared for. It is not 
favoritism on the part of the govern- 
ment officials that has selected laos 
for this honor, but the fact 
that our climate is favorable for keep- 
ing them in captivity. and that we 
have a park large enough to give them 
a natural range so that they can live 
under natural conditions. 

This large herd of elk, if allowed 
to occupy one of the wooded and 
sheltered cafions on the northern slope 
of Griffith Park, comprising an area 
of 200 acres or so, will be tne largest 
private collection of these beautiful 
animals in the world, and will be an 
unrivailed attraction for the residents 
of Los Angeles, and also for the 40,000 
tourists which throng our city and 
suburban towns during half the year. 
But they will also have an educational 
value for the younger generation. It 
will afford our youth an opportunity 
to study the habits of these creatures 
almost as if they were roaming in 
their native haunts. 

e male of the American elk has 
magnificent antlers or branching horn: 
which attain a length of four or five 


feet and weigh 30 to 49 pounds. They 
are cylindrical, and in that re t are 
different from those of the moose, 


which are palmated. The antlers of an 
elk which was killed in Colorado in 
1890 measured “sixty-seven inches 
along the beam“ and had 12 prong, 
one of which was 23 inches. The ant- 
lers are shed armually in January or 
February und are renewed in April or 
May, attaining their full growth in 
less than two months. 

The height of the full grown animal 

between six and seven feet at the 
shoulders. Its color is a brownish- 


gray. deepening to chestnut on the 
head and neck. It is very fleet and, 
t graceful than the deer, 


carries its head most proudly when in 
repose as if conscious of its superiori- 


ty. 

When the old ostrich farm in what 
is now Griffith Park was the resort 
of sightseers, an elk was kept tethered 
as a curiosity. On one occasion Col. 
Griffith was in its neighborhood and 
noticing that it had become tangled 
in its rope, approached it for the pur- 
pose of releasing it. It was at the 
season ot the year when these animals 
are ugly.“ and the huge beast lowered 
ite horne and sprang at him with a 
vicious lunge that would have ended 
the Colonel's days if the rope had been 
three feet longer. All tender concern 
for the welfare of that elk was instant- 
ly dissipated and the Colonel did not 
care a nickel whether it tangled up or 


not. 

That elks are capable of being 
taught, disciplined an ted is 
proven by W. H. Barnes of Sioux City 
who trained a pair of elks and drove 
them harr to a light vehicle. He 
afterwards taught one of them to dive 
from a platform 30 feet high into a 
pool of water, and repeated. the er- 
hibition to admiring crowds in Europe. 
The elk seemed to enjoy the sport. 
The Lapland reindeer are allied to the 
elk, and are well known for their use- 
fulness as draught antmals. 

Should these animals multiply the 
venison, hides, and antlers could be 
sold for a good sum, thus partially, 
if not wholly, reimbursing the city for 
its outlay in caring for them. Perhaps 
the most highly valued portions of an 
elk are its teeth or tusks. These are 
used as charms by members of the Or- 
der of Elks, and have been sold at fig- 
ures ranging from 85 td $25, and the de- 
mand for these charms has led to an 
unwonted slaughter of the creatures in 
Colorado where they have been most 
abundant. Recently -the order has 
placed a ban upon the traffic In elk 
teeth, and secured legislation in Colo- 
raio aiming at their protection; yet 
it ie reported that a band of 17 en 
were killed in northwestern Colorado

A Terrorized Town. 
Jackeon ts a typical mountain town of 


polousty clean. None of the streets are 


macadamized, and in the wet season 
are in places almost impassable. There 
are brick or stone pavements in front 


icf a few business houses, but the major- 


side of the street. 

There are several modern stores in 
the town, the largest of which is a 
department store of Hargis Brothers. 
Since the construction of the L. and E. 
railroad Jackson has been one of the 
most important business points in the 
mountains. Being the terminal of the 
railroad, it not only has a large retail 
trade, but is a distributing point for 
adjoining. counties. Hundreds of tons 
of merchandise are annually transported 
up and down the north fork of the Ken- 
tucky River in fiat-boats, which are pro- 
pelled by long poles in the hands of 
the rivermen. Recently, however, the 
retail trade is said to have suffered 
much on account of the reign of terror 
in Jackson. 

It may not be generally believed, says 


the Cynthiana, Ky., Log Cabin, but it is 


nevertheless a fact that the vast major- 
ity of the people of Breathitt county 
are law-abiding citizens. The tough ele- 
ment of not over 200 people is cer- 
tainly responsible for the reign of terror 

that crime-ridden community. The 
first impression made on a stranger is 
that an unusually large per cent. of the 
people are deaf and dumb, and the 


county officials blind. But they are 


not. This silence on the subject of 
crimes is the price which the cit- 
izense believe they must pay for 
immunity from the assassin's bullet. 
A majority of the citizens favor 
law and order, but they believe that 
their hands are tfd and that the 
county officers are in charge of.a ring 
which is utterly blind to any sense of 
duty, if not in part directly #esponsi- 
ble for many of the crimes that have 
been committed. 

At night the town is at the mercy of 
the lawless element, and there ore many 
houses in which larfpe are not liehted. 
In the past few months few persons have 
ventured out at night. A etranger there 
told of having a lantern shot out of his 
hand some time ago and citizens are 
said to have had similar experiences. 
During the night which we spent at the 
Arlington hotel in that city we were 
awakened a number of times by pistol 
shots about town, and a number of 
terrific explosions which sounded as if 
biasting might be coing on at the coal 
mines near town. The next day it was 
reported that the lawless element had 
been exploding dynamite cartridges in 
the street to further terrorize the al- 
ready fear-ridden population. One cit- 
izen who left Jackson the next day tol4 
a Lexington newspaper that the people 
were afraid to investigate the explo- 
sion that nicht. and that many thought 
houses were being blown up and men 


shot down as they ran. A few days later 
a dispatch was sent out from Jackson 
denying the incident and saying that 


the dvnamite was exploded tn the river 
by fishermen. If this be true, there were 
enough fish killed to supply the ponula- 
tion of Jackson for several weeks.

If our legislators would travel a lit- 
tle n New Zealand and find out the 
possibilities of the different parts our 
politics would not be so parochial in 
character and some cure for the de- 
creased birth rate found. " 

UNOCCUPIED LANDS. 

At the back of this city lie large 
blocks of some of the best land in the 
colony—unoccupied. Why? you will ask. 
Because there is no road to get to it. 
The river, appropriately called the 
Rhine of New aland” is hardly suit- 
able for heavy traffic: so until roads 
are made the land must continue to 
carry native bush instead of sheep, 
etc., which would give employment to 
a number of people. : 

THE MAORIES. 

Our native race is at last on the in- 
crease. This is due to the care of the 
government in seeing that they put 
their habitations in a sanitary condi- 
tion. Dr. Pomare, a full native, was 
educated in an American college and 
is doing ap work among his fellow- 
natives. o give you an idea of what 
a high-class native is like I inclose a 
photograph of Maj.

There are not many of ‘the carved 
meeting houses in existence now, al- 
though the art of carving is being re- 
wived at the Hot Lakes (Rotorna,) 
where pipes, walking sticks, etc., are 
made for sale to tourists. Our tourist 
traffic is increasing and if the beauties 
of the country were only advertised in 
the American fashion we would on 
have a boom in that line. 
KEEP AWAY. 
In conclusion, I would repeat, both 
to land seekers and workers—keep 
away. Improved land, of course, is 
always being bought and sold, as it is 
in the States, but the idea, which 1 
shared myself before returning here, 
that one can take up new land at a 


— rate as soon as he lands, is not 


As I said before, there are an 
average of a hundred applications for 
every section offered. Some men have 
been in evey ballot for the last eix 
years, and are still without land. Te 
workers L would say that the country 
is only half opened up.

PICTURESQUE BROAD STREET. 

The most attractive spot in Wall 
street, for the tourist, is on the sub- 
treasury steps. Here, under the shadow 
of the heroic bronge statue of Wash- 
ington he obtains a fine view of Wall 
street from Broadway to Pear} street, 
while directly in front of him is that 
most picturesque street of the financial 
district—Broad street. On both sides are 
great office buildings, the west side, be- 
tween Wall street and Exchange place, 
being distinguished by the splendid new 
stock exchange the most attractive mod- 
ern structure in the whole district, and 
representing @ value of upward of 8. 
000,000. The whole street is alive with 
human interest. Stern, care-browed 
financiers, dapper young brokers, hur- 
rying messengers, noisy cabmen, brok- 
en-down speculators, ghosts of former 
opulence haunting the scenes of long- 
gone success and failure, eager report- 
ers, searching for news, trim type- 
writer girls, old misers with greea 
stamped on their withered faces, young 
spendthrifts, rich and poor, Jew ana 
Gentile, great statesmen, rum-soaked 
tramps, street venders, push-cart men, 
“sandwich-men” advertising the lat- 
est novelty, and there, in a group by 
themselves, the vociferous curb brokers 
selling thousands of securitles on the 
pavement—all this makes up a medley 
of human contrast that would be hard 
‘to match in any other part of the world. 

THE MORGAN CORNER. 

But even this scene is apt to be less 
interesting to the average sight-seer 
than “The Morgan Corner,” opposite 
the sub-treasury. The Drexel building, 
owned and occupied by J. P. Morgan «@ 
Co., stands on the corner of Wall and 
| Broad streets, and is unqu * 

most costly piece of real estate in the 
United States. One square foot of the 

ground on which the building stands is 
worth more than the average city jot 
in any other city in the country. But it 
is mot the business advantage of the 
site, or any special attractiveness of the 
building itself, for there are many more 
spacious and pretentious, but the name 
over the door—J. P. Morgan—that fasci- 
nates the tourist. Morgan, the modern 
Aladdin, who has rubbed the lamp ot 
specultaion, and made it produce mar- 
vels such as h&ve astonished the world. 
The coal that heats your house and 
cooks your food: th electricity that 
gives power to the trolley and lights 
the streets; the steel that makes navies, 
and great bridges and railroads and out 
of which the “sky scrapers” are con- 
structed; the ships that carry you 
across the deep waters; the railroads 
that convey you across the continent, 
the banks from which you may draw 
your supplies of credit, all these are 
Stamped with the name of this wonder- 
ful man, the true Napoleon of finance. 
whose achievements in business are 
comparable only wuh those of the Cor- 
sican in war, with this djfference, that 
Mr. Morgan has met with no Waterioo, 
and known no St. Helena. If you arrive 
early enough, and stay long enough, 
you may see the great man enter or 
leave his banking house. But be sure to 
have a friend to point him out, for 
greatness usually bears no distinguishing 
badge, and, strongly marked as are 
Mr. Morgan's features, and though his 
movements betray the consciousness of 
power, you might miss him in the 
throng. Mr. Morgan's corner is a busy 
spot, especially when “the street” is 
awaiting some important announce- 
ment from the firm. Then reporters and 
brokers begin to gather around the door 
awaiting the hour of disclosure. 

WALL STREET IS A DISTRICT. 

But Wall street is something more 
than a street. It is, as has already 
been indicated, a district. When a 
man is spoken of as being in Wall 
street.” it is not necessarily implied 
that his office is actually in Wall 
street. What is meant is that he 
belongs to that great financial] dis- 
trict. to which Wall street has at- 
tached its name. There was a time 
when all the banks and brokers were 
located in Wall street, but for more 
than sixty years the financial district 
has comprised many adjoining streets, 
the territory gradually expanding, un- 
til now it includes a large part of the 
lower end of Manhattan Island beiow 
Fulton street, and between Broadwa 
and Pearl street. Broad street is Wall 
street in the financial sense; so _ is 
New street, William, Nassau, Pine, 
Cedar and Exchange place. Save the 
subtreasury and the customhouse, t 
great institutions of the financial dis- 
trict are outside of Wall street.

What Constitutes the Real Musician. 
Characteristics Shown by the Child.

In this article I am referring 
those who enter music, or, rather, prac- 
tice music, as 2 money-making pro- 
fession, and not to the amateur musi- 
calls who receive no remuneration for 
their performances. 5 
Musicians, for the sake of conveni- 
ence, may be divided into the follow- 
ing classes: The opera singer, the 
concert singer, the theatrical vocal- 
ist or vaudeville singer, the band or 
orchestra leader, the pianist and 
other instrumentalists of various 
grades of proficiency, and the teacher 
of music. — 
„The opera singer may be said to oc- 
cupy the highest musical position— 
financially certainly. The few vocal- 
ists at the top probably enjoy incomes 
of not less than $10,000 a year, and ap 
to three times that amount. Some 
good a singers will accept salar- 
les of much less than a season, 
while quite a number are paid as high 
as Perhaps as many. as three, 
possibly as many as six, at the tip- 
top of the very top, are paid as high 
as $1000 a night or a performance. 
The opera singer should be, and gen- 


erally is, a fairly good actor. 

Members of the chorus are paid any- 

where from $10 to $25 a — oy 

e concert singer may or may not 
opera singer. He receives his 
income mom singing at musical en- 
tertainments, and often in churches. 
Probably some- concert singers earn 
as much as $5000 to $6000 a year from 
their singing alone, and materially 
add to their income by giving musi- 
cal instruction, but the average salary 
is not in excess of $2009 a year. 

The theatrical vocalist or the vaude- 
ville singer, if a good actor and - 
sessing an extraordinary personality, 
may be paid as high as $200 a week, 
but the average weekly earnings are 
not over $35 or $40. ~* 

Instrümental musicians, members 
of bands and orchestras, are Paid any- 
where from $2 to un performance. 
the average being not far from $3. 
Most of these musicians are both per- 
formers and teachers, and by combin- 
ing the two, they materially increase 
their incomes. 

Members of country bands and or- 
chestras seldom have and remunera- 
tion, the money received for the per-

Music teachers may be divided into 
three classes thoge who give their en- 
tire time to and receive a salary from 
some one institution; those who teach 
music in the public schools; those who 
give private lessons. 

Members of the first class receive 
salaries ranging from one thousand to 
several thousand n year; those 
of the second c'nss are paid on an ay- 
erage of from 92099 to $3900 In the city, 
down to a few hundreds in the country: 
those of the third class are really in 
business for themselves, and their in- 
come depends upon their price per les- 
son and the number of lessons they 
give. Comparatively few music teach- 
ers of this third class, from their teach- 
ing alone, receive more than 85000 a 
year, and “he average is probably not 
in excess of $700 or $8800. There are 
many really good vocal and = instru- 
mental instructors, who, from their 
teaching, cannot hope to enjoy an an- 
come of more than a few hundred dol. 
lars a year. Probably seventy-five per 
cent. of those who are known as piano 
teachers are omy moderately skillful, 
and possess little of that natural abt! 
ity necessary for the proficient in- 
structor. Most of these teachers are 
women, who teach music rather than

friends for pupils. Their work is care- 
leasly done; their pupils seldom get 
beyond the rudiments; and their in- 
come is merely nominal. They are 
players, not artists, at the plano. They 
play mechanically, and sometimes cor 
rectlv. 

One fitted to be a professional mu- 
siclan mus, have natural musical 
talent. He cannot learn to play an in- 
strument with any degree of expert- 
ness nor with any feel nor can he 
sing, except mechanically, unless he 
has natural musical ability. 

To attempt to educate music into a 
child is simply ridiculous. | 

Great instrumentalists and vocalists 
reach their itions: First, because 
-hey have talent; second, because, by 
tudy and practice, they develop that 
alent into a high degree of proficiency. 

Natural talent alone will accomplish 

such, and there are many good musi- 
clans who play by ear, so to speak, 
and who cannot even read music. But 
the finished musician has both natural 
ability and training, and without both 
no one can reach the top, or even 
climb near the top. 


talent. In the second place, he must 
be willing to study and to practice. 
Without much study and continuous 
practice, running into the years, he 
will never succeed; nor will he amount 
to anything with study and practice 
unless he possesses natural ability. 

Forcing the child inte music is a 
crime. 

The apartment-house plano and the 
private-house music-room violate the 
law of harmony far more than the 
hurdy-gurdy and the hand organ. 

Learning to play or to sing is busi- 
ness, hard business. It isn't a joke or 
a side issue. 1 

Do not for a moment think that I 
disapprove of the teaching of music in 
the public schools and the training for 
music, 
carried beyond the first lessons. To 
know how to sing fairly well ts a 
mighty thing for anybody, and 
to be able to play a simple ballad or 
easy piece on the plano adds to one's 
enjoyment and to the pleasure of oth- 
ers, provided the singer or the player 
does not make a nuisance of himself, 
and sings, when he sings, in chorus, 
and confines his playing to simple 
pieces, easy of execution. 

If the child has music in him, music 
will never have to be forced into him. 
He shows it. He cannot help showing 


it. 

The child who doesn't want to prac- 
tice seldom possesses suffitient musical 
ability to be worthy of development. 

The musician, even at the start, loves 
his music so well that even the tedi- 
ous practicing of it is not a hardship, 
but a pleasure. 

The child of musical talent may not 

want to practice as mch as he ought 
to practice, but he does not dislike 
practicing. 
The music teacher cannot success- 
fully teach unless he be a teacher as 
well as a musician. Mere musica! tat 
ent alone, even if it be of the highest 
order, does not fit ite possessor to 
teach music. One must not only un- 
derstand music, but he must know how 
to teach music, if he would success- 
fully instruct others. If he dos not 
possess this adaptabilitv, he will not 
be more than a very ordinary instruc- 
tor. and his success will be merely 
nominal. 

Don't be a musician unlees nature 
has given you music, Then train what 
mature has given you, that you may 
properly present your endowment. If 
vou haven't this mus al talent. develop 
yourself in some other dtreetſon. 

The poor singer is a nuisance: the 
nor instrumentalist is likewise. Both 
of them are altogether too much in evi 
dence. 

Music from a business or rofe-- 
sional standnvoint offers nothing to any 
ene unless he posses*es natural abt 
itv. training or preficiency in the art 
of tecchire.

A Thermometer a Useful Household Article 


HEN the human furnace or 
heating apparatus has gone 
wrong, producing more heat 


than ran be used or, given .

This furnace burns Wel, uses air, has 
smoke and ashes, and an automatic self- 
regulating system for using the heat 
produeed in force or work and also 


the temperature unfform at an 


times. 

Neglect damages the furnace and ma- 
chinery—too much or too [little fuel, or 
the wrong fuel interfetes. 

The lungs correspond to the grate or 
heating surface; the skin to the evap- 
orating or cooling surface. If either is 
clogged, the system is out of balance; 
fever is a danger warning. 

We are all constructed nearly alike. 


Experiments on thousands of people 


_ show that the average temperature in a 


healthy body is 98 3-5 degrecs Fahren- 
heit; occasionally it is some fractions ef 
a degree lower. Most troubles cause 
fever, making the temperature go high- 
er; each degree tells its own story and 
means much—over 103 degrees or 104 de- 
grees there is great danger. The limits 
of temperature in life seem very nag- 


row. The orders from nature are never 
below 97 degrees nor above 105 degrees. 


Every family should have a fever ther- 


mometer as a guide for every iliness, 
slight or serious.

CHICAGO, June 20.—The Picket, a 


horse that never before flashed first 


past the pest, won the American Derby 
today. He set the pace every step of 
the distance, was never challenged, 
and won in a gallop by six lengths. He 
ran the.Derby distance, one and a half 
miles, faster than it was ever run be- 
fore in the world. His time was 2:33. 
Claude, the winner of three Derbies, 
Was second. Bernays, the Cincinnati 
candidate, was third. 

It was a race without the thrill of an 
exciting finish. The crowd of seventy 
thousand people which witnessed the 
sixteenth running of the event, Saw a 
contest that had been decided when 
the field turned into the stretch. In 
front of a struggling eld The Picket 
ran so easily and truly as to leave ito 
doubt where he would finish. The roar 
of cheers which greeted the successful 
horse began when The Picket was 
more than an eighth of a mile from the 
wire. 

The Derby was a record breaker of 
the turf. Nineteen horses went to the 


post, the last previous field having 


been fifteen. Ihe largest crowd that 
ever gathered on a western race track 
covered the Washington Park grounds. 
The race was worth 332,270, gross 
value, the richest in the history of the 
race with one exception. Betting on 
the race began in March, and con- 
tinued until the horses went to the 
post. More money, it is asserted, was 
wagered on the Derby than on any 
Other race ever run in America. 

The victory of The Picket was no 
Surprise because a surprise was ex- 
pected There were some big disap- 
pointments.. Savable, the favorite son 
of Salvator, thought by John A. Drake 
to be invincible, failed to live up to his 
reputation. He received a ride from 
Jockey Lester Reiff that seemingly a 
novice could have duplicated.

WHO OWNS NEEDLES? 


Occupants of Site Making Legal Claim 
to Land Once Granted tq Railroad. 
To Be Settled Here. 


Register Crookshank and Receiver 
Kinney of the local United States 
Land Office have received instructions 
to sit in hearing in the near fu ure on 
the dispute of long standing over the 
title to the site of the town of Needles. 
It developed some time ago that the 
land upon which Needles stands is 
part of an old government land grunt 
to the Southern Pacific. Property 
| owners of the town, who a;prehendei 
trouble from the restoration to public 
domain of the 1,000,000 acres along the 
confticting limits of the old Atlanti & 
Pacific grant, which were thrown open 
the 15th inst., made legal claim to the 
right of the property they oceup ei 
under the laws of California, of five 
years’ occupancy. The Southern Pa- 
cific alleged prior claim, and the mat- 
ter was referred to the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office in Wash- 
ington. 

The claim made by the occup3nts of 
the property ig made possible through 
the fact that the Southern Pacific 4 d 
not file its map of definite location 
until January, 1885. 

In 1899 property owners of Needles 
filed an application alleging that the 
land had been occupied for more than 
ten years prior thereto. The local land 
office officials are instructed to cite 
the parties to thie petition to a hear- 
ing to determine the status of the land 
at the time of the Wing of the South- 
ern Pacific map. 

It is understood that the property 
holders involved have come to an un- 
derstanding with the fouther: Pa ide 
over title, and that there will be no 
contention over title or disturbance of 
present hohiings.

LOS ANGELES DISCGURAGES MORE 
IMPORTED MEDDLERS. 


— — 


Labor Union Mass Meeting Hears Con- 

fession from Eastern Autocrat—Or- 
ganization of Housewives for Boycot- 
ting Urged—Chief Fight Declared. to 
be Against Non-union Workers. 


A wise man from the East. address- | 
ing an audience of labor unionists last 
night, declared that Los Angeles is the 
hardest town in the whole United 
Statesefor boycotting and boycotters. 
He said he had spent several days try- 
ing to convert the merchants to boy- 
cottism, going up one street and down 
another, but that the merchants not 
only refused to help to fight the unions’ 
enemies, but had actually resented his 
approach on such propositions. 

As it was pla ly up to him as a 
past master in boycotting to subgest 
something, the wise easterner fell back 
on the women, and urged that all ef- 
forts be put forth toward organizing 
the housewives for boycotting purposes. 

The humiliating confession of this 
city’s industrial independence and free- 
dom was made at what was ostensibly 
a mass meeting on behalf of the hungry 
victims of the defeated strikes of the 
linemen and small bodies of men of half 


accorded scant attention, for the three 
or four imported foreign trouble-mak- 
ers present consumed the greater part 
of the three hours with characteristic 
union harangues on strikes and boy- 
cotts. 

J. Skeffington was the imported boy- 
cotter eho told the unionists that Los 
Angeles is the most disagreeable city in 
the country for his ilk. Skeffington is 
corpulent with good feed. He wears 
good clothes and is widely-traveled, by 
his own boast. This is at the expense 
of the shoe workers, of whose na- 
tional union he is a high officer. Skef- 
fington looks the prosperous capitalist, 
and probably would openly be one if 
he did not find the occupation of 


Skeffington is apparently considered 
an authority by the unionists on how to 
subjugate everything by strikes and 
boycotts. His verdict after two days’ 
labor here that Los Angeles is the 
hardest proposition in the country was 
consequently rather discouraging to 
the local Hay-Biddie gang. Still it 
showed that Skeffington is really a man 
of quick and correct dis ernment. 

It was after 10 o'clock that Skeffing- 
ton arrived at the Council of Labor! 
Hall. The crowd, which at first had 
filled every seat, had thinned out som 
what when he arrived. Some half 
dozen speakers had gone before, but 
each apparently failed to furnish the 
secret of how to conquer Los Angeles 
and install the union labor boss as dic- 
tator. Those who waited felt sure 
Skeffington would solve the problem, so 
they were proportionately disappointed 
when he told them how unpopular he 
had found the boycott and how hard it 
would be to make it stick. 

Chief Boycotter Hay ushered Skef- 
fington to the platform, where Presiding 
Boycotter Biddle grasped his hand and 
presented him to the union dues-pay- 
ers. Skeffington said he had been de- 
tained by a previous engagement with 
the Women’s Union Label League. He 
sparred for wind at the beginning by 
reviewing some of the triumphs of 
unionism in the East. The traveled of- 
fice-holder confessed that his union had 
become so prosperous that it had been 
able to send himself and a traveling 
companion as a missionary to dissemi- 
nate the secret recipe of success in 
strikes and boycotts. 

Fle related the manner of his “turn- 
down" by loca! merchants when he ap- 
proached them with a request that thy 
submit to union dictation and join in 
the boycotting business. The speaker 
admitted that it was something of a 
shock to his well-developed nerve to be 
s0 unanimously thrown down. He said 
he had come to the conclusion that the 
only way to bring the mierchants to 
their knees was to hurt them in their 
pocket-books. 

The tightening of the boycott gener- 
ally was urged, the only new feature 
Suggested being the inauguration of 
a campaign to organize all the women 
possible into the Women's Union Lab:>! 
League. He said that organization now 
had but 85 mbers, against 125 a 
short time ago, and urged the union 
men to get the coiperation of their 
wives in their boycotts.” He said the 
wives spent three-quarters of the funds 
of the home, and generally poured it 
into the coffers of firms who were di- 
rectly antagonistic to the unionism 
their husbands subscribed to. Then in 
closing Skeffington told the boycotters 
what they were up against, but said 
he had faith that they would ultimately 
succeed. 

The other principal speaker of 
the evening, who preceded Skeffington, 
was T. W. Mills of Kansas City typo- 
graPhical union. Mills made a stereo- 
type union talk, the burden of which 
was advice to the unions to constantly 
work for increase of membership in 
every branch of industry, so that more 
extensive havoc could be wrought by 
sympathetic strikes. Mills laid partic- 
ular stress on the despicable doctrine 
inculcated so zealously by union agita- 
tors, that the union should consider 
the independent workman his great- 
ert enemy and should fight him accord- 
ingly. The agitator brazenly urged the 
unionists to direct all efforts against 
the non-union man, stating, “your fight 
is not against organized capital, against 
organised labor, but of organized la- 
bor against the unorganized workin- 
man.” This unbrotherly doctrine jibes 
very well with the pitchfork and club 
attacks made on the non-union work- 
ers by the striking linemen. 

Half a dozen of the local union dis- 
turbers talked, paraphrasing the re- 
marks of the professional eastern jaw- 
smiths. The meeting closed with re- 
marks by one Lovely, the misnamed 
traveling companion of Skeffington.

Rapid Improvement of Mechanical De- 
tails—Recklessness Often Results in 
Drastic Laws—Heavy Entrics in Yes- 
terday’s Run to Redlands. | 


Considerable satisfaction is expresse 1 
by automobile lovers generally at the 
flattering entry in the Redlands run, 
which was begun yesterday morning 
by a round dosen and a half devotees 
of the geared distance-eaters that are 
becoming so popular in Los Angeles. 
‘The recent run up the coast was a 
highly successful affair, there being 
hardly an incident to mar it from the 
time Los Angeles was left behind by 
the first car to the time the las one 
rolled in and finished the trip. 

Of late there has been some misua- 
derstanding in regard to the endurance 
tests which have been run by the 
Automobile Club of Southern California 
many thinking them nothing else than 
races. While in a way this is trua, 
as there is naturally a contest between 
the chauffeurs as to which can get the 
best and most consistent performance 
out of his machine, there is no at- 
tempt to make a race of the run, as 
such. Just at present tnere is a great 
deal of adverse sentiment regarding 
long-distance racing on account of the 
recent disastrious affair on the other 
side of the Atlantic; wut in the present 
case, only the ordinary touring cars 
seen every day on the streets, are the 
participants. In the Paris-Madrid con- 
test, such road locomotives as a 120- 
horse-power Gobron Brillie, a sixty- 
horse-power Mors, and various other 
machines of the appearance of a cap- 
sized boat and the power of a 100-fovot 
steamer were seen. Naturally when- 
ever a chance to let out occurred, some 
of these switch engines plowed into

Occupants of Site Making Legal Claim 
to Land Once Granted tg Railroad. 
To Be Settled Here. f 
Register Crookshank and Receiver 
Kinney of the local United States 
Land Office have received instructions 
to sit in hearing in the ricar fu ure on 
the dispute of long standing over the 
title to the site of the town of Needles. 


' It developed some time ago that the 
land upon which Needles stands is 

part of an old government land grant 

to the Southern Pacific. Property 
; owners of the town, who ar prehende 
trouble from the restoration to public 
domain of the 1,000,000 acres along the 
conflicting limits of the old Atlanti: & 

Pacific grant, which were thrown open 
the 15th inst., made legal claim to the 
right of the property they oceup ei 
under the laws of California, of five 
years’ occupancy. The Southern Pa- 
cific alleged prior claim, and the mat- 
ter was referred to the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office in Wash- 
ington. 

The claim made by the occupants of 
the property ig made possible through 
the fact that the Southern Pacific 4 d 
not file its map of definite location 
until January, 1885. 

In 1899 property owners of Needles 
filed an application alleging that th 
land had been occupied for more than 
ten years prior thereto. The local land 
office officials are instructed to cite 
the parties to thie petition to a hear- 
ing to determine the status of the land 
at the time of the Ming of the South- 
ern Pacific map. 

It is understood that the pro 
holders involved have come to an un- 
derstanding with the fouther: Pa ific 
over title, and that there will be no 
contention over title or disturbance of 
present hokiings.

ORST FOR BOYCOTTERS 
OF ALL THE CITIES. 


LOS ANGELES DISOGURAGES MORE 
IMPORTED MEDDLERS. 


—-— 


Labor Union Mass Meeting Hears Con- 
fession from Eastern Autocrat—Or- 
ganization of Housewives for Boycot- 
ting Urged—Chief Fight Declared to 
be Against Non-union Workers. 


A wise man from the East, address- 
ing an audience of labor unionists last 
night, declared that Los Angeles is the 
hardest town in the whole United 
States boycotting and boycotters. 
He said he had spent several days try- 
ing to convert the merchants to  boy- 
cottism, going up one street and down 
another, but that the merchants not 


enemies, but had actually resented his 
approach on such propositions. 

As it was pla fly up to him as 4 
past master in boycotting to subgest 
something, the wise easterner fell back 
on the women, and urged that all ef- 
forts be put forth toward organjzing 
the housewives for boycotting purposes. 

The humiliating confession of this 
city’s industrial independence and free- 
dom was made at what was ostensibly 
a mass meeting on behalf of the hungry 
victims of the defeated strikes of the 
linemen and smal! bodies of men of half 
The suffering 
dupes of the agitators, however, were 
accorded scam attention, for the three 
or four imported foreign trouble-mak- 
ers present consumed the greater part 
of the three hours with characteristic 
union harangues on strikes and boy- 
cotts. 

J. Skeffington was the imported boy- 
cotter who told the unionists that Los 
Angeles is the most disagreeable city in 
the country for his ilk. Skeffington is 
corpulent with good feed. He wears 
good clothes and is widely-traveled, by 
his own boast. This is at the expense 
of the shoe workers, of whose na- 
tional union he is a high officer. Skef- 
fington looks the prosperous capitalist, 
and probably would openly be one if 
he did not find the occupation of 
union officeholding more profitab'e. 

Skeffington is apparently considered 
an authority by the unionists on how to 
subjugate everything by strikes and 
boycotts. His verdict after two days’ 
labor here that Los Angeles is the 
hardest proposition in the country was 
consequentiy rather discouraging to 
the local Hay-Biddie gang. Still it 
showed that Skeffington is really a man 
of quick and correct dis ernment. 

It was after 10 o'clock that Skeffing- 
ton arrived at the Council of Labor! 
Hall. The crowd, which at first had 
filled every seat, had thinned out some- 
what when he arrived. Some halt 
dozen speakers had gone before, but 
each apparently failed to furnish the 
secret of how to conquer Los Angeles 
and install the union labor boss as dic- 
tator. Those who waited felt sure 
Skeffington would solve the problem, so 
they were proportionately disappointed 
when he told them how unpopular he 
had found the boycott and how hard it 
would be to make it stick. 

Chief Boycotter Hay ushered Skef- 
fington to the platform, where Presiding 
Boycotter Biddle grasped his hand and 
presented him to the union dues-pay- 
ers. Skeffington said he had been de- 
tained by a previous engagement with 
the Women's Union Label League. He 
sparred for wind at the beginning by 
reviewing some of the triumphs of 
unionism in the East. The traveled of- 
fice-holder confessed that his union had 
become so prosperous that it had been 
able to send himself and a traveling 
companion as a missionary to dissemi- 
nate the secret recipe of success in 
strikes and boycotts. ! 

He related the manner of his “turn- 
down” by local merchants when he ap- 
proached them with a request that thy 
submit to union dictation and join in 
the boycotting business. The speaker 
admitted that it was something of a 
shock to his well-developed nerve to be 
so unanimously thrown down. He said 
he had come to the conclusion that the 
only way to bring the merchants to 
their knees was to hurt them in their 
pocket-books. 

The tightening of the boycott gener- 
ally was urged, the only new feature 
Suggested being the inauguration of 
a campaign to organize all the women 
possible into the Women's Union Lab»! 
League. He said that organization now 
had but 85 mbers, against 125 a 
short time ago, — the union 
men to get the coipefation of their 
wives in their boycotts. He said the 
wives spent three-quarters of the funds 
of the home, and generally poured it 
into the coffers of firms who were di- 
rectly antagonistic to the unionism 
their husbands subscribed to. Then in 
closing Skeffington told the boycotters 
what they were up against, but said 
he had faith that they would ultimately 


succeed, 

other principal speaker of 
the evening, who preceded Skeffington, 
was T. W. Mills of Kansas City typo- 
graphical union. Mills made a stereo- 
type union talk, the burden of which 
was advice to the unions to constantly 
work for increase of membership in 
every branch of industry, so that more 
extensive havoc could be wrought by 
sympathetic strikes. Mills laid partic- 
ular stress on the despicable doctrine 
inculcated so zealously by union agita- 
tors, that the union should consider 
the independent workman his great- 


ingly. The agitator brazenly urged the 
unionists to direct all efforts against 
the non-union man, stating, your fight 
is not against organized capital, against 
organized labor, but of organized la- 
bor against the unorganized workin- 
man.” This unbrotherly doctrine jibes 
very well with the pitchfork dnd club 
attacks made on the non-union work- 
ers by the striking linemen. 

Half a dozen of the local a dis- 


turbers talked, paraphrasing the re- 
marks of the professional eastern jaw- 
smiths. The meeting closed with re- 
marks by one Lovely, the misnamed 
traveling companion of Skeffington.

of the geared distance-eaters that are 
becoming so popular in Los “Angeles. 

The recent run up the coast was a 
highly successful affair, there being 
hardly an incident to mar it from the 
time Los Angeles was left behind by 
the first car to the time the tas one 
rolled in and finished the trip. 

Of late there has been some misua- 
derstanding in regard to the endurance 
tests which have been run by the 
Automobile Club of Southern California 
many thinking them nothing else than 
races. While in a way this is trua, 
as there is naturally a contest between 
the chauffeurs as to which can get the 
best and most consistent performance 
out of his machine, there is no at- 
tempt to make a race of the run, as 
such. Just at present tnere is a great 
deal of adverse sentiment regarding 
long-distance racing on account of the 
recent disastrious affair on the other 
side of the Atlantic; wut in the present 
case, only the ordinary touring cars 
seen every day on the streets, are the 
participants. In the Paris-Madrid con- 
test, such road locomotives as a 120- 
horse-power Gobron Brillie, a sixty- 
horse-power Mors, and various other

steamer were seen. Naturally when- 
ever a chance to let out occurred, some 
of these switch engines plowed into 
old Father Time at something very 
closely approxtmating a sixty-mile-an- 
hour gait, and naturally somebody had 
to get hurt.

FIFTY MILLIONS IN THE SHAH S 
STOCKING. 

Germany's policy of keeping her sav- 
ings in her stocking so to speak, is, 
of course, rather behind the times. 
But it a survival of a custom that 
used to be well-nigh universal among 
the nations, and that exists even today 
in Persia. The Shah bas his war chest 
in a strong room of the palace at Te- 
heran. Where he keeps 350,000,000 in 
gold pieces, to be used only in case 
of war or some other great emergency, 
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BARON VON THIELMANN, 
__ German Secretary of the Treasury. 


Like most of the up-to-date sovereigns, 
he is believed to have a comfortable 
balance for a rainy day at the Bank 
of England, and, of course, in case of 
necessity, the royal jewels, of which he 
has more than any other monarch, 
could be hocked for enough millions in 
cash to enable him to begin a re- 
spectable war. But in spite of these 
resources, it is said taat not a single 
coin has Leen removed from the war 
chest in the palnce during the present 
Shah's reign. 

In this connection, it is interesting 
to note that the destruction of the old 
citade! at Metz the other day un- 
earthed the war chest of Emperer 
Charles the Fifth of Gerrnany, left be- 
hind in his hasty retreat from the slege 
of 1552. In addition to a large sum in 
good coin, it was found te contain a 
great variety of watches, of which the 
King was an enthusiastic collector. The 
value of the whole is estimated to be 
a little short of a million dollars.

surrounding the main doorways. 

An equally attractive entrance will 
be provided for Clay street- Near the 
latter will be placed elevators from 
which every portion of the building 
can be reached. 

A billiard reom, bowling alley and 
other amusement features will de pro- 
vided, as it is the intention of the 
owner to make this one of the most 
1 hotels to be found in this 
portion of the country. 

The plans were prepared by Architect 
A. L. Haley, and the building will be 
put up under his supervision.
